Austria- Hungary — Galicia. — From November 26 to December 2, 
15 cholera cases and 14 deaths were reported from 11 communes belong- 
ing to 6 political districts. Of these, 4 cases, 5 deaths, and 1 case, 1 
death occurred in 3 communes of the districts of Husiatyn and Trem- 
bowla, respectively ; 7 cases, 4 deaths in 2 localities of the district of 
Sokal, and in 1 locality each of the districts of Buczacz, Czortkow, and 
Kamionka, Strumilowa, 1 death ; 1 case, 1 death ; and 2 cases, 1 death, 
respectively.
